COMTULSORY  VOTING 


The. tdtfa  lias  been  mooted  iii  the  Mouse  of 
Commona  that  compuL}ory'?stihg  should  be  im- 
posed In  the  Federal  arena.  It  la  accompanied 
with  th^  suggestion  of  a  penalty  of  dltffmnehlae- 
ment  for  not  voting,  to  extend  over  a  term  of 
years,  the  object  being  to  arouse  people  to  a  sense 
of  their  responalbllity.  Any  such  method  would 
be  in  the  nature  of  dragooning  public  opinion  to 
txprcss  itself  uue  way  or  the  other,  and  would, 
that  extant,  -be  a  negation  of  tht  llbtrty  of  the 
IndlvlduaL  It  would  be  authoritative  Instruction 
or  a  mandate  issued  to  the  Individual  which  he 
would  ttt  aupposed  to  obey  implicitly,  even  if  his 
tonidence  forbade  him  excrri.sinp  thp  franchl.se 
bwituse  of  laclc  of  approval  of  any  of  tha  pollcles- 
adTtnetd  during  an  eltetlon. 

Voting  should  be  left,  as  now,  to  the  conviction 
of  Judgment  and  conscience.  An  Individual's  will 
In  tlili  ptitleulai'  altould  net  be  subaanrlant  to 
any  law;  .since  there  Is  secrecy  of  the  ballot  there 
should  be  freedom  as  well  In  Its  exercise,  or  in 

people  mu.st  vote  savors  more  of  the  regimenta- 
tion of  a  totalitarian  than  of  a  democratic  state. 


It  would  be  an  Incentive  to  the  maldng  of  spoilt 
ballots  by  those  w  l  >  n  ent  state  intermeddling 
with  the  expression  of  their  opinions  and  who 
would  follow  this  plan  to  show  their  displeasure.

He  invites  ChrUI- 
tiane  to  look  about  them  and  obttrrt  *1iow  thor- 
oughly Semitic  arc,  not  only  your  origins,  but  the 
tlMJOO  whole  texture  of  your  religious  ideologies."  He 
IJO  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that  the  New  Testament, 
every  word  of  It.  Is  "Jewish  and  nothing  else  "  In 
his  opUilon  the  moral  code,  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, the  use  of  the  Paalmt  In  worship,  the 
Lprd's  Supper,  "a  splrltuallzatlon  of  the  Passover 
Feast,"  the  Christian  doctrines  of  sin,  salvation, 
sacrifice,  atonement,  priesthood,  prayer,  worship, 
world  redemption,  are  "colored  through  and 
through  with  Jewish  concepts."  The  Bishop 
naturally  holds  the  recognition  of  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth as  God  Incarnate  as  an  essential  part  o: 
Christian  doctrine  which  would  prove  a  great 
difficulty  with  the  Jews.  Mot-eover,  he  franlcly 
faces  the  fact  that  the  difflcultis^  created  by 
centurie.s  of  custom  and  tradition  are  serious 
Indeed.  The  Christian  is  sometimes  a  Jew-hater 
and  a  Jew-baiter,  and  tome  Jews  value  Judaism 
chiefly  as  an  Instrument  of  racial  unity  and 
insist  on  standing  aloof. 

Mr.  Victor  Yarros,  who  declares  himself  an 
"agnostic."  exclaims  In  efTcct  "A  plague  of  both 
your  houses."  He  describes  the  Cournos  proposal 
as  "beUted.  ahichrohlstU:,  Irrelevant,  vain,  and 
futile."  As  for  the  Christians,  they  totally  disre- 
gard~Cfie  spirit,  letter,  and  essence  of  the  teach- 
ings of  Jesus.  The  only  truly  ednalstent  Chris- 
tians are  men  of  the  Tol.stni  anarchistic  type  The 
agnostic,  however,  who  accepts  the  doctrine  of 
evolution  escapes  "all  these  dllemmat  and  para- 
-floxes  "  He  differs  from  othcta  il  Hli%  Hial  lit 
"can  live  up  to  his  principles." 

It  promises  to  be  a  lively  controversy,  and  not 
the  least  interesting  pat^  of  it  Is  lllcely  to  relate 
to  the  debt  whleh  Christianity  owes  to  Oreece  as 
well  as  to  Judaea.  Bishop  Stewart's  broad  state- 
ment that  the  New  Testament  is  "Jewish  and 
aotliing  else"  will  hardly  past  unchallenged.

Full  of  years  and  with  a  record  of  two  genera- 
tions of  humanitarian  eSort  to  her  credit,  Mrs. 
OtelUa  Spofford,  the  best  known  of  all  tbclal 
welfare  woricer.s  In  this  community,  has  gone  to 
her  rest.  From  the  beginnini^  of  a  career,  stamped 
always  with  a  strong  Christian  spirit,  she  felt  the 
call  to  devote  tht  time  she  could  spare  from  the 
aflalrt  of  family  life  to  the  welfare  of  her  sex, 
and  what  she  was  able  to  carry  out  in  this  par- 
ticular is  a  matter  of  record  which  is  remembered 
with  gratitude  by  the  present  and  a  past  gener- 
ation. Her  interests  were  manifold;  indeed,  there 
were  few,  if  any,  aspects  of  woman's  Ufe  into 
which  she  did  not  infuse  her  enthu.sln.'sm  and 
ability,  coupled  with  an  earnestness  which  left 
no  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  how  her  heart  was 
engaged  in  the  promotion  of  social  welfare. 

No  woman  more  so  than  Mrs.  SpoIIord  was 
Instrumental  In  pointing  in  the  dlrectlm  of  feg- 
Islatlon  beneficial  to  her  ,s<  x  She  had  the  type 
of  mind  that  saw  clearly  where  the  root  of  any 
evil  lay,  tht  power  of  analysis  to  expose  wrongs, 
tht  forttlght  to  make  con.structive  recommenda- 
tlQilt  for  bttterment.  She  had,  indeed,  the  qual- 
ity of  leadership  that  Inspired  respect  and  the 
kind  of  Judgment  that  swayed  deci.>;ions  More- 
over, in  all  her  ways,  there  was  recognition  of  a 
Christian  oharaeter  that  exproned  Itself  In  the 
works  of  the  faith  she  held  so  dear. 

It  is  not  given  to  many  to  show  such  whole- 
toultd  devotion  to  humanitarian  purposes  as  was 
the  case  with  Mrs.  SpofTord.  When  she  was  conn 
firmed  in  her  belief  of  the  Justice  of  any  purpose 
the  tspoused,  nothing  could  turn  her  from 
moving  towards  her  goal.  She  was  an  evangelist 
Of  reform,  inspired  by  the  desire  to  work  good 
for  others  and  sustained  by  the  Are  of  an  en- 
thusiasm that  never  waned.  Much  of  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  social  legisla- 
tion In  Bi^ltish  Columbia  has  been  led  up  to  by 
her  pioneering  efforts.  She  will  be  mourned  by 
all  those  who  knew  her  and  who  have  humanl- 
tarlanism  In  their  hearts,  and  the  comrpunity  as 
a  whole  will  tzttnd  heartfelt  ijrmpathy  to  those 
of  htr  family  Itft  behind.

The  fact  tiiat  llie  Bracken  Government'  has 
been  defeated  on  a  division  and  that  the  budget 
has  cut  the  wage  tax  in  half  and  increased  that 
on  corporations  indicates  an  election  is  Ukely 
before  long  In  Manitoba.  The  Government  there 
has  had  a  precarious  existence.  In  July,  1936.  it 
won  twenty-three  seats  and  the  other  parties 
between  them  won  thirty-two.  Th«  Government 
has  been  sustained  in  power  by  the  votes  of  five 
Social  Credit  members.  This  has  meant  a  con- 
tinual programme  of  compromise,  and  therefore 
InefFlclent  policies.  A  situation  of  this  character 
could  hardly  be  expected  to  continue,  and  the 
defeat  of  the  Obvemment  In  the  Legislature  will 
hasten  another  appeal  to  the  people. 

The  Conservatives  have  now  sixteen  members 
in  the  Manitoba  Legislature  with  tht  likelihood 
that  they  will  make  gains  in  the  next  appeal  to 
the  voters.  Social  Credit  doctrines  in  that  Prov- 
ince, as  in  Alberta,  are  on  the  wane,  and  the 
Liberal-Progressives,  who  hold  office,  have  not 
Increased  their  popularity  with  the  public  during 
their  present  term  of  power.
